Seoul — Fourteen American superforts, skirting the edges of a 
departing typhoon, blasted a giant North Korean munitions plant on 
the threshold of Manchuria in th*- hours of darkness before dawn 
today. The four-engined B-29s dumped 14<> tons of high explosives on 
the sprawling arsenal at Nakwon as minor ground action perked up 
again following yesterday’s raging typhoon "Karen."
